WAVES, GENERATIONS, EXCLUSIONS, EVOLUTION: 
25 YEARS OF FEMINIST STUDIES AT CONCORDIA 


A roundtable on the evolution of feminist studies and activism, a symposium on Mideast 
peace, a lecture by a Palestinian feminist, two book-launch, parties, and a reunion-reception will 
mar the 25" anniversary, this fall, of the Simone de Beauvoir Institute. The Institute, Concordia 
University's women's studies teaching and research unit, is the oldest women's studies program 
in Canada, and according to the Montreal Gazette, has served as a "catalyst for change" in the 
community, as well as the academy. 


The overall theme of the events is "Waves, Generations, Exclusions, Evolution." Dr. Lillian 
Robinson, the Institute's Principal, points out that "It may sound like a mouthful, but every one of 
those words carries meaning as we discuss the past, present and future of women's studies and 
the movement that brought it into being”. 


On Monday, November 3rd, at 7 p.m., a roundtable on the "mouthful" is planned (Room 
767, Hall Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve West). "The evolution of feminism is often described 
in terms of successive waves or generations, "with the differences characterized as a Problem," 
explains Robinson. "But I see it as an opportunity. We in North America suffer from a kind of 
historical amnesia: when a social movement has a setback, we lose not only the movement, but 
the memory. The women's movement is in a position to insure this doesn't happen to us. We can 
talk across generations and see that the exclusions from our story--exclusions that made it look 
as if feminism belongs only to white, middle-class women--do not follow us into the future." 


Participants in the roundtable include Professors Shelley Fishkin (Stanford), Elizabeth 
Kennedy (Arizona), Sherene Razack (OISE, Toronto), as well as Candis Steenbergen, a 
Concordia doctoral student. (More information about these speakers is attached.) A reunion- 
reception will follow the roundtable, with generations of former Institute students answering 
from their own experience the question, "What can you do with a degree in women's studies?" 


Anniversary events emphasize women as actors on the world stage. At 7 p.m. on 
Thursday, October 23", also in Hall 767, Professor Nahla Abdo of Carleton University will 
speak on the inclusion of Palestinian women in the feminist project. The title of her talk is 
"Feminisms, Solidarity, Inclusion: The Case for Palestine." The Mideast is also the focus of a 
day-long symposium on Sunday, November 23", Concordia’s Hall Building, room H-110, when, 
as part of Concordia's initiative on Peace and Conflict Resolution, speakers from Iran and will 
discuss women's role in the struggle for both peace and social change in the region. 


Two book-launches are also planned. On Tuesday, November 4th, the Institute will join 
McGill's Centre for Research and Teaching on Women to celebrate the publication of 
Womankind: Faces of Change Around the World, with text by Donna Nebenzahl and photos by 


Nance Ackerman. On November 12th, the Institute’s lounge (2170 Bishop), in collaboration with 
the Armenian Student Association and the Montreal Armenian community, will be the setting for 
a party to welcome Victoria Rowe’s study A History of Armenian Women’s Writing: 1880-1922, 
about the women writers who chronicled the Armenian genocide.
